DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The following is a response to the amendments filed on 07/13/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language 

3. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lazar et al. (USPN 
5,953,316), hereafter referred to as Lazar. 

Referring to claim 23, Lazar discloses 23. (New) A touting method for a signaling 
network, comprising: checking a link determination history to determine whether a message is to 
be routed based on a same link selection field of a routing label of a message as a previous link 
selection field (checking a name space cache to see if the route of an ATM cell was previously 
set up (see column 4)) and routing the message through the corresponding link from the link 
determination history when the message has been previously routed using the same link selection 
field (if there is a cache 'hit' then the cell is transmitted over the corresponding path (see column 
4)) and routing the message through a next available link excluding the link from the link 
determination history when the message has not been previously routed using the same link

selection field (if the is a cache 'miss' then the cell is routed over another path that is created (see 
column 4)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lazar in view of 
Glitho (USPN 5,544,154), hereafter referred to as Glitho. 

Referring to claim 24, Lazar discloses the system discussed above. Furthermore, Lazar 
discloses updating the history after routing (the space cache is updated every 10 seconds (see 
column 4)). Lazar does not disclose whether or not to route the message to a local system. 
However. Glitho discloses analyzing whether the final destination of the message is a local 
system based on a result of the analysis (the switching node looks at the address of the incoming 
message to determine the next place to send the messages which is the destination if it is a 
neighboring node to the destination (see figures 1 and 2 and columns 4 and 5)), transferring the 
message to a message routing unit when the final destination is not the local system (the 
switching node routes messages based on the address of the incoming message to determine the 
next place to send the messages which is the destination if it is a neighboring node to the 
destination (see figures 1 and 2 and columns 4 and 5)). It would have been obvious to one 
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skilled in the art at the time of the invention to implement this feature into Lazar because doing 
so would allow the system to determine if the cells are local and thus save processing time and 
resources since they will not transfer the cells on to a core router.
